It’s now the end 
of the road for 
speed cameras

ALL speed cameras in the county will 
be switched off permanently on 
Saturday. 

The 40 cameras will be deactivated 
by police after the £1 million funding 
to the Casualty Reduction Partnership 
was cut in the county council’s budget 
earlier this year. 

They were due to be switched off on 
March 31 but as each of them would 
have needed altering due to the clocks 
going forward on Sunday they are 
being shut down five days early. 

Police have confirmed that they will 
be continuing to use mobile speed 
cameras around the county 

Chief Inspector Sean Bell, specialist 
operations at Northamptonshire 
Police, said: “The Northamptonshire 
Casualty Reduction Partnership will be 
dissolved on March 31 following the 
withdrawal of funding from 
Northamptonshire County Council. 

“Northamptonshire Police will con¬ 
tinue to operate a small mobile safety 




camera service but all fixed and 
average speed camera systems will be 
switched off on March 26. 

“There will be four mobile camera 
vans in operation after April 1 and they 
will be positioned where they are oper¬ 
ationally required - that is where there 
are concerns about speeding motorists 
and in places where there has been an 
increase in road traffic collisions.” 


However, police have reiterated their 
commitment to road safety despite the 
cuts. Chief Insp Bell said: “We take the 
issue of road safety extremely seriously 
and will continue to take part in opera¬ 
tions to tackle those people who put 
other people’s lives at risk. 

“Driving under the influence of drink 
or drugs, using a mobile phone, speed¬ 
ing and not wearing a seatbelt are the 
four key causes of collisions involving 
death or serious injury in the UK, and 
our Fatal Four campaign targets and 
will continue to target, motorists com¬ 
mitting those offences.” 

The council has said that although 
the cameras will be removed, their 
yellow housing boxes will remain on 
the side of the roads. 

A spokesman for the county council 
said: “We will be decommissioning the 
safety camera housings over a period 
of time but at the moment have no 
definite programme in place. 

“There are no legal issues with the 
retention of the camera housings and 
it is believed their presence could 
continue to act as a deterrent.”

Landlords object 
to new rent rules

PRIVATE landlords have warned tenants 
will face increased rents if an “insane piece 
of bureaucracy” is enforced. 

Forty-seven landlords from across 
Northampton have written to the Borough 
Council to oppose plans to introduce strict 
rules on homes of multiple occupancy. 

Under the new scheme, landlords need to 
get planning permission to rent out rooms in 
properties to different people in the 
Sunnyside area but the same plans are being 
discussed for the entire town. 

The National Landlord Association (NLA) 
has warned that this will cut competition 
and increase rents across Northampton. 

John Socha, regional representative for 
Northamptonshire for the NLA, said: “This is 
an insane piece of hureaucra- 
cy. 


“It will result in fewer 
landlords buying homes to 
rent because they will not 
want to gamble £150,000 on a 
house which they might not 
get planning permission for. 

“These rules don’t affect 
current rented properties 
which is where the original 
complaints came from so all 
this serves to do is do away 
with competition which will 
no doubt see increased rents 
for tenants across the town.” 

The borough council drew 



up these plans after residents in Sunnyside 
complained that student homes in the area 
were springing up, with, in some cases, more 
than five adults living in a family home. 

The NLA believes that although the 
permission process is currently free, a charge 
would be implemented in the future. 

Mr Socha said: “It would not surprise me if 
the revenue hungry authority implemented 
a charge to get permission and ultimately 
that would also be charged back to the 
tenants.” 

However, Mr Socha did agree that 
something needed to be done about large 
student homes. 

He added: “The new legislation should 
concentrate on the larger home of more than 
five bedrooms and over three storeys high 
but not for your simple three-bed semi.” 

A council spokesman said: “Over the last

Benefit con 
man caught 
fighting cops 

A MAN who claimed he needed 
benefits because he couldn’t walk 
without a stick was caught out 
after being filmed fighting with 
police on CCTV. 

Timothy Harris, 46, claimed a 
total of £21,000 including disability 
allowance, council tax and housing 
benefit from January 2006 to 
November 2010. 

At Northampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday, he admitted three 
charges of failing to notify any 
change of circumstances but Gary 
Short, defending, had to give 
Harris’ three guilty pleas on his 
behalf as he was unable to speak 
due to having a fractured eye 
socket and his jaw wired shut 
after a recent fracas. 

Daniel White, prosecuting for the 
Department of Work and Pensions, 
said: “Our investigation started 
after a substantial incident of 
violence. 

“He was able to have a fight with 
several police officers when he 
claimed he couldn’t leave home 
without a stick.” 

The court heard he also failed to 
declare significant earnings which 
went through his bank account 
during the time he was claiming 
benefits - money Harris initially 
claimed had been loaned to him 
through friends. 

Judge Bray adjourned sentencing 
until a later date to allow Harris to 
continue receiving medical 
treatment and released him on 
conditional bail until May 17. 


Library supporters call for backing 


ST James library is looking for friends.

The library escaped being axed in the county 
council’s budget in February but there will be a 
review of all 36 libraries to look at new ways of 
delivering services in partnership with 
communities and to explore new functions for 
the facilities. 

Posters have appeared in the library and 
around St James calling on people to join the 
Friends Group to help save the library. 

One of the people who is fighting to save it is 
Graham Croucher. 

He said: “We have put up posters in the area 
as we want to get people interested in joining a 
Friends of the Library Group. 

“We have set up a bank account and have 
written a constitution. 

“The devil is in the detail and we will not be 
handing over any money until the review has 
taken place. 

“Our stance is the Friends of the Library 
should supplement what is being done and 
should not replace it. 

“We still want to be part of the library network 
so we can get the books we need. We need the 


support of the county council to survive.” For

Residents’ Association meeting which is on 
Thursday, April 7 at the Doddridge Centre. It 
starts at 7pm. 

The review of all 36 libraries across the 
county will go ahead in the next few months. 

A spokesman for the county council said: “We 
would expect a report on the review of the 
library service would be ready by early autumn. 

“We are mindful of the new models of running 
libraries across the country and in May the 
Government is bringing out a national toolkit 
about how to run community-led libraries. 

“In June, we will be consulting with people and 
borough and district councils on the library 
service and proposals are then due to be 
published in September. 

“There will be further public consultation 
between September and November before the 
final proposals are ready in December for the 
publication of the proposed budget. 

“We would encourage people to join their 
Friends group at their local library and where 
they do not have one, to set one up.” 



New waterside asset nominated for award before it opens 


NORTHAMPTON’S new 
marina has been shortlisted 
for an award, weeks before it 
is opens for business. 

The transformation of the 
disused, overgrown, boating 
lake in Becket’s Park into a 
modern mooring basin has 
been shortlisted for a 
prestigious award from the 
Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS). 

The awards are handed out 
to the UK development 
industry and recognise a wide 
array of developments. 

More than 230 projects 
entered the RICS 2011 awards 


and Northampton Mooring 
Basin is one of 20 from the 
East Midlands to make the 
next stage. 

The marina forms part of 
the major redevelopment 
plans for the waterside area 
which will include new 
homes, offices and leisure 
facilities. 

In addition, later phases of 
the Becket’s Park project 
could see cafes and 
restaurants built. 

Chris Garden, director of 
regeneration at West North¬ 
amptonshire Development 
Corporation, said: “It’s always 


pleasing when a local project 
receives national interest and 
recognition. 

“The moorings at Becket’s 
Park are a sign of things to 
come for Northampton’s 
waterside which is a key part 
of a multi-million pound 
regeneration programme for 
Northampton town centre.” 

More than £2 million has 
been spent on the scheme 
with the majority of funding 
coming from WNDC. 

Councillor Richard Church, 
Northampton Borough 
Council's cabinet member for 
planning and regeneration, 


said: “For too long the Nene 
has been an underused asset 
but in the last twelve months 
we have seen the 
Northampton Marina take 
shape. 

“We have taken this 
opportunity to create some¬ 
thing that will breathe new 
life into our riverside and act 
as a focal point for locals and 
the boating community. 

“Being shortlisted for an 
award shows just how far we 
have come and the potential 
our marina has to put 
Northampton on the map as 
an exciting new destination.”

Robbery leaves 
its OAP victim 
afraid to go out

A SERIAL criminal with drug problems 
was jailed on Tuesday after admitting 
robbing a pensioner at a cashpoint. 

Northampton Crown Court heard how 
Jonathan Manikiza, 26, from 
Northampton, stole £200 from the man 
who was trying to withdraw his pension 
from the machine on Rothersthorpe 
Road on January 28 this year. 

Alex Ball, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Manikiza initially asked the man if he had 
seen his girlfriend, before following him 
to the cashpoint. 

“Manikiza then punched the man two 
or three times before he let go of the 
money.” 

Manikiza was tracked down by the 
police who found £190 in notes hidden in 
his sock. The court heard how the pen¬ 


sioner suffered injuries to his face and is 
now afraid to go out in the area that he 
lives. 

Manikiza, who also had a cocaine 
problem, had 20 previous convictions 
including burglary and criminal damage 
and was on licence from a previous 
conviction when the attack took place. 

Steven Evans, defending, said: “He 
knows he has done something very 
wrong and stupid and recognises he has 
to change his ways to avoid spending his 
life in front of the courts.” 

Sentencing Manikiza to 42 months in 
prison, Judge Richard Bray said: “You 
assaulted a man at a cash machine in 
order to get his money and this has had a 
serious affect on him. 

“I have sentenced you to 42 months in 
custody but you will be handed an 
indeterminate sentence if you continue 
to commit these offences.”

Neutering should be made law to stop cats suffering 


WHEN living in West Sussex I spent two 
years volunteering at a cat rescue centre. 

Staff would be encouraged to bring 
other helpers as increased staffing was 
always needed but often people coming 
in would say it was too upsetting and not 
return, therefore depriving the staff and 
animals alike of the support needed. 

So much of this animal suffering is 
completely avoidable. 

I totally agree with Maureen Cook’s 
letter (Herald & Post March 17). 

Neutering is the only responsible 
method so that these poor innocent 
kittens do not continue to be brought into 
the world to face starvation and neglect. 

People do not realise how a mother cat 
will mostly go without eating if her kittens 
are desperate for that little scrap of food, 
yet she may still be feeding them and is 
herself surviving somehow on almost 
nothing. 

We have seen cats brought in where 
mum made her home on a railway 
embankment and only one kitten was not 
lost by rolling down to the railway lines 


and another where gypsies left behind a 
heavily pregnant cat with a body so 
skinny that apart from her pregnant turn. 
I would not have believed it possible. 

That cat gave birth to nine kittens of 
whom eight survived birth. 

We wouldn't need to spend huge sums 
on caring for cats and other neglected 
animals if they weren’t born in the first 
place. 

It's not exactly rocket science, is it? 

I have always had rescued cats, bless 
them, and my last died over Christmas 
which was awful. 

However, his death has now brought 
happiness to two other animals which I 
took on recently, abandoned in 
November in snow. 

Yes, we will always have cats or other 
animals needing care and rehoming but if 
neutering was in place by law then the 
numbers would be few and would mostly 
comprise those where the owner has an 
allergy, or has died, or gone into care.

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to traffic could boost business 


Opening street 

PARTS of Abington Street could be 
re-opened to traffic under 
proposals put forward by the 
Northampton Conservatives. 

If the Tories win the local 
elections in May they have pledged 
to open the road which was closed 
off to traffic in the early nineties. 

The section of road would run 
between Marks & Spencer towards 
the Market Square. 

Councillor David Palethorpe, 
leader of the Conservatives on 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “The town centre is key to our 
local economy and more people 
shopping on Abington Street will 
be the vital boost local shops need. 


“Opening up the middle section 
will help business in that part of 
the town centre and will be a real 
incentive to attract new shops.” 

The plans for Abington Street 
have been welcomed by the leader 
of the Conservative group at 
Northamptonshire County Council, 
Cllr Jim Harker. 

He said: “Anyone who has lived or 
worked in Northampton knows 
closing the middle section of 
Abington Street was part of the 
town’s decline so these plans are 
exactly what we need to get the 
town back on track.” 

However, the borough council’s 
Liberal Democrats believe that the 


move would be unpopular as many 
people voted to keep the centre 
pedestrianised in the recent Town 
Centre Action Plan. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry said: “This is a 
highways matter and is therefore 
within the power of the county 
council. 

“It also flies in the face of views 
expressed by the public as part of 
the central area action plan 
consultation, where around 70 per 
cent of respondents said 
pedestrians should be given more 
priority around the central area 
and 50 per cent were against 
introducing buses along Abington 
Street.” 


Centre revamp to look 
at cost of town parking

AS the most detailed plans of the 
new Grosvenor Centre were 
published, its owners have 
pledged to look at car parking as 
they overhaul shopping in the 
town centre. 

Legal & General has promised to 
focus on parking as a way of 
attracting people to the town and 
this could include competitive 
pricing. 

Simon Russian, senior fund 
manager of retail development, 
said: “As part of the plans we will 
be redeveloping and modernising 
the car parking facilities. 

“It will be about striking a 
balance. We will look at how the 
charges relate to competitors and 
how we can represent value. 

“If it costs £1 for an hour of 
parking in Milton Keynes we 
would look to stay competitive 
with that as car parks are the life 
blood of town centre shopping.” 

The proposals, which were on 
display in the shopping centre 
this week, show how the 
redevelopment would sit on the 
area currently occupied by the 


Greyfriars bus station. As well as 
much of the centre being open 
air, 60 new shops and a hotel 
would fill the area left by the sta¬ 
tion and access from the town 
centre to Lady’s Lane would be 
established through several small 
roads. 

Mr Russian said: “I think the 
whole retail experience has 
changed, people don’t just go to 
the shops any more. 

“They might go for the whole 
day, go to restaurant or cafe and 
make the day of it. We have to 


make sure that these facilities are 
provided in Northampton so that 
people choose to come to the 
town centre.” 

Following the public exhibition, 
Sainsbury’s has also reiterated its 
commitment to maintaining a 
presence at the centre of the 
town. 

Its regional development execu¬ 
tive, Christian Wakelin said: 
“We’re committed to our store in 
the Grosvenor Centre which 
underwent a multi-million pound 
refurbishment a few years ago.”

T WO friends of mine are 
somewhat fraught at the 
moment. That is because 
they have been dealing with 
planners, builders and the 
building regs man. 

They are having an extension 
built to their home, which is just 
inside Northamptonshire. No 
problem with planning 
permission so it is on to getting 
the plans done. 

Here the first difficulties start to 
raise their head. Planners 
promise deadlines and rarely 
meet them. It is a different world, 
where time has been warped 
from normal earth time to 
council time. 

Days become weeks and 
months can become years, which 
thankfully did not happen in this 
case. When the plans were finally 
agreed, the planners wanted to 
check the materials that were 
going to be used and my friends 
had to take in actual bricks and 
tiles to show them. 

They had carefully chosen a 
brick that was similar in colour 
to the original house. Big mis¬ 
take. The extension brick must 
be a different colour. 

The roof must be a different 
height and the front of the 
extension needs to be recessed so 
it follows a different line. This is

all because the extension has to 
look like an extension. 

Why this has to be so is a 
mystery to my friends and a 
mystery to me. Logic would tell 
you that an extension should 
blend in to the original building 
but not according to planners - 
it must stand out so everyone 
knows you have ruined the 
original house with a horrible 
extension and haven’t even 
bothered to find matching bricks. 

So, as well as normal time and 
council time, there is normal 
logic and planning logic. 

Once this was agreed the 
builders could start. Contrary 
to popular belief they actually 
worked very well and created no 
real problems - they even 
brought their own tea - apart 
from having to deal with the next 
man from the council, who is in 
charge of building regulations. 

I have had dealings with what is 
known as the building regs man 
and they hold considerable

power, not least to delay the 
whole programme if there is 
something they do not like. 

This one wanted the ground 
floor height raised, making the 
first floor a little small and 
meaning the builders had to use 
the gable, or roof void. 

The building regs man can 
demand this even though the 
plans had been passed by the 
planners. 

As I am sure all of you who have 
had extensions built know that 
the only reasonable thing to do, 
should you not want to live on a 
building site for years, is to shrug 
your shoulders and agree. 

Some of you might want to 
defend the modern planner and 
will say that without these people 
all would be ugliness and chaos. 

I remain unconvinced that it is 
the modern shopping centres, 
high rise tower blocks and 
sprawling suburbs that give our 
towns and cities their character. 

From my completely 
unprofessional eye, there is a 
lot more beauty around on the 
streets of our towns before 
planners became the sole 
arbiters on such matters. 

So come on planners, lighten 
up and let a little choice and 
variety into our lives.

A BANKER, a lawyer and 
an accountant are part 
of the team which has 
been set up to run 
leisure centres in 
Northampton. 

In January, Northam¬ 
pton Borough Council 
revealed that its leisure 
facilities and sport- 
related activities would 
be run by a not-for-profit 
trust to benefit through 
business rate relief and 
exemption from VAT. 

The organisation, 
which will be called 
Northampton Leisure 
Trust, will manage Danes 
Camp and Lings Forum 
leisure centres, the 
Mounts Baths, the Forum 
Cinema and the sports 
and play development 
programme. 

When the trust idea was 
launched in January, the 
council was clear that 
despite running the 
facilities commercially, 
customers would not see 
an increase in charges. 

This week the board of 
trustees which will steer

launch on April 1. 

It will promote sport 
and leisure opportunities 
for public benefit and 
will be run by a group of 
11 trustees, who will 
work with the executive 
management team to 
guide the new organisa¬ 
tion. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, 
council cabinet member 
with responsibility for 
sport and leisure, said: 
“It’s a vote of confidence 
in the new trust that such 


a wealth of talent has 
come forward to be 
involved in taking sports 
and leisure services in 
Northampton into a new 
era. 

“We are delighted to 
have attracted such a 
high calibre of people to 
the Northampton Leisure 
Trust Board and I am 
sure that they will bring 
with them a great level of 
expertise and commit¬ 
ment that will see stan¬ 
dards, which are already 
high, rise even higher.”

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Emma’s crusade to 
prevent child abuse

A CONCERNED mum of two 
took it upon herself to launch a 
charity to campaign against 
child abuse. 

Emma Clarke, from 
Northampton, pictured, was 
inspired after attending a rally in 
London and wanted to do more. 

Mrs Clarke, who describes 
herself as a ‘passionate anti-child 
abuse campaigner’, was 
determined to do more due to the 
poor turn out at the rally.

The race Against Child Abuse, 
which was launched on Tune 26 
last year, is now an annual event. 

This year it will be held on 
Saturday, May 7 starting at the 
Racecourse Pavilion on Kettering 
Road, Northampton at 11am. 

The 5km fun run, 2.5km for 


children, helps raise enough 
money not only to fund the UK 
rally Against Child Abuse in 
London but in cities all over the 
UK. Mrs Clarke hopes to collect 
enough money in the future, to 
assist other support groups who 
help victims and survivors of 
child abuse. 

Emma said: “I would like to hold 
rallies all over the country and 
have been asked could they be 
held in Exeter, Ireland and 
Scotland. 

“We want to be able to work 
with other support groups which 
are run by survivors. 

“I would like to build up a 
network amongst groups at the 
grass roots level. 

“This year we have 30 people 
signed up for the fun run which is 
three times the amount we had 
last year. 

“We hope we can get 50 people 
to come along. 

“I have had a lot of offers of help 
from family and friends and 
people saying they want to get on 
board.” 

She is looking ahead for the 
charity which she wants to build 
up to become stronger and 
maybe become recognised by the 
Charity Commission.

ACTING students at the University 
of Northampton helped provide 
paramedics with the right 
prescription. 

The BA youngsters have been 
recreating realistic scenarios in 
the classrooms to help paramedic 
students practice the 
communication skills they will 
encounter when working.

“In addition to this we have a 
Priority Services Register which 
makes us aware of customers who 
are most in need should a power cut 
occur to ensure we give them the 
best support possible.

A NEW ‘Keep Safe Card’ to help people 
with learning difficulties communicate 
more effectively with police and other 
agencies was launched yesterday. 

The card has been funded by the 
Learning Disability Partnership Board 
and developed in association with 
Mencap, Northamptonshire Police and 
Northamptonshire County Council. 

Anyone carrying a card will be able to 
use it to explain that they require 
assistance and to make it easier for them 
to report crime or seek help. 

It will be available county-wide for 
anyone with learning disabilities and 
records information such as name, 
contact numbers for family members, 
how the cardholder communicates, for 
example, sign language, together with 
details of medical needs. 

When an individual registers for a card 
their details will also be held on the 
Police Disability Line, so that 
Northamptonshire Police have an 
understanding of any additional support 
they may be able to provide and 
alternative contacts for that individual. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Frost 
said: “Northamptonshire Police 

welcomes the introduction of the Keep 
Safe Card. 

“We work hard to gain the trust and 
confidence of everyone in 
Northamptonshire and the card will be a 
valuable tool as we work alongside those 
members of our community with a 
learning disability.”

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Student warned to 
keep clear of drugs

A PROMISING student who was 
caught selling drugs was given a 
second chance by a judge. 

Clayton Musipa, 19, studying at 
the University of Northampton, 
was told by Judge Stephen Gullick 
that he could have received up to 
two and a half years behind bars. 

Instead the judge passed a 
suspended sentence, giving the 
talented musician the opportunity 
to continue his studies. 

Prosecutor Charles White told St 
Albans Crown Court that on 
August 12 last year a member of 
the public called the police to 
North Watford Playing Fields 
saying he had seen somebody 


dealing drugs. At first they found 
a bag of cannabis, valued at £10, 
and £280 in cash. He admitted he 
was “dealing weed”. 

When his trousers were 
searched 16 wraps of cocaine and 
eight deals of heroin were found. 

The cocaine had a street value 
of £320 and the heroin £160. 

At his home the police found a 
bong - a water pipe used to 
smoke cannabis. 

Musipa, of Summerfield Road, 
Watford and Whitehills Way, 
Kingsthorpe, Northampton, 
pleaded guilty to possessing 
heroin, cocaine and cannabis and 
possessing criminal property. 

Sanjay Versani, defending, said 
the university was awaiting the 
outcome of the court case before 


deciding whether to take action. 

He said he was a talented 
musician who wants to be an 
events manager. 

Mr Versani handed the judge a 
letter from one of Musipa’s 
former tutors. 

He said: “He got involved with 
local undesirables because he 
was short of money.” 

Passing a 12 month sentence 
suspended for two years and 
ordering him to carry out 100 
hours unpaid work, Judge Gullick 
told him: “Those who deal in 
Class A drugs peddle misery. 

“If you ever do this again you 
won’t be dealt with as you have on 
this occasion. 

“If you are short of money in the 
future get yourself a decent job.”

CHILDHOOD memories can come 
flooding back in a variety of ways. 

It can happen out of the blue by 
hearing a sound, a distinctive 
odour, seeing an object, visiting 
a favourite location or being 
asked a question.

FOOTBALL 

SLOWLY, things are starting to turn around 
for Gary Johnson. After being able to take 
charge of a full week of training for the first 
time since taking over the Northampton 
Town hot seat, he was impressed by what 
he saw in Saturday’s 1-1 draw at Bradford 
City. 

In a game punctuated by frequent blasts 
from referee Robert Lewis’ whistle, it was 
perhaps unsurprising that both goals came 
from the penalty spot, with Shaun Harrad 
securing a point after cancelling out Jake 
Speight’s spot kick. 

But amongst the 43 fouls and 11 yellow 
cards - two of which were shown to 
Bradford’s Jon Worthington resulting in his 
dismissal - Johnson [pictured right] was 
impressed by what he had seen of his side 
and felt they had chances to take all three 
points. 

He said: “It’s the first week I’ve been able to 
say ‘trust your training.’ 

“The first game I had only just come in and 
it was a watching brief, the second one I 
only had two days to get training in and this 
week we’ve been able to get some really 
good work in because there was no 
midweek game. 

“They went out and produced what I was 
asking them to produce, and they looked like 
they were enjoying it. 

“They’ve come in and given everything, and 
they looked more like winners than I’ve ever 
seen before.” 

Bradford’s goal had come somewhat 
against the run of play when Nana was 
deemed to have handled Kevin Ellison’s 
cross in the box. Speight fired the resulting 
spot kick past Chris Dunn, but the visitors 
battled back. 

Their persistence was rewarded on the 
hour when Lewis Hunt fouled Harrad. By the 
striker’s own admission it was a soft penalty, 
but he climbed up to level the scores with 
his first goal since scoring on his debut in 
February. 

Johnson was most impressed by his side’s 
refusal to fold after conceding early. He said: 
“I thought we did deserve more from the 
effort and winning mentality in coming from 
a goal down where we felt we were very 
hard done by. 

“I thought we earned our penalty by 
keeping our positive mentality and taking 
the game to a team that have had a new 
manager come in and are out of trouble a 
little bit. It was a great performance by the 
lads and maybe a little bit more quality in 
front of the goal at times would have seen 
us go away with the three points. It’s step by 
step and I thought it was a great 
performance from our lads.” 

He was also pleased to see Harrad end his 



recent lack of goals and revealed that he 
had words with the forward during the 
interval. 

“I had a bit of a go at him at half time 
because he was going from dangerous 
positions and the ball was ending up in a 
non-dangerous position,” said the 
manager. “We want him to get the ball in 
dangerous positions, keep it in there and 
then get the shot away, and that’s what he 
did for the goal. 

“He turned and it bobbled a little bit, but he 
kept on it and was going towards goal. Then 
the referee awards a penalty, which in my 
opinion it was. 

“He deserved that penalty from his work 
that he had done just before.” 

That draw, coupled with defeats for 
Stockport County and Barnet, saw 
Northampton move seven points clear of 
the League Two relegation zone and they 
now host play-off chasing Torquay United at 
Sixfields tomorrow night. 

After picking up their first point under 
Johnson, the manager is now keen for his 
side to earn that first win against the Gulls 
to ease any lingering fears of being dragged 
into a relegation scrap and justify his faith in 
them. 

Johnson said: “Not to say that we’re too 
good to go down, but I think the players 
have got that mentality the other way to try 
and chase a few teams above us. 

“I look at the league tables and you’ve got 
to look at the permutations. 

“Everybody has got some difficult games 
coming up - this was another difficult game 
for us - but we’ve also got teams that we 
can catch. 

“The lads know that it can go either way 
and if we can get our game going, trust our 
training and trust the new regime then we’ll 
win more than we lose from here on in.”

BRADLEY Kruger’s debut on international 
cricket’s biggest stage is one that he will never for¬ 
get particularly after helping to dismiss arguably 
one of the greatest batsmen of his generation. 

The former Northamptonshire Academy and Sec¬ 
ond XI seam bowler has just returned from the 
Cricket World Cup in India, Sri Lanka and 
Bangladesh where he was a member of the Nether¬ 
lands team. 

Kruger, who qualifies for a Dutch passport 
through his grandparents, played just one game 
while out on the Asian Sub Continent, but it just 
happened to be against co-hosts India in Delhi. 

“It was an unbelievable experience,” said the 22- 
year-old, adding: “The crowds were fanatical and 
the atmosphere at games was incredible. 

“I was nervous, but us batting first helped settle 
the nerves. Then when we were fielding I got my 
hands on the ball a few times and it ended up being 
like just another cricket match.” 

Despite the Netherlands suffering a five-wicket 
defeat against India, the match was still memorable 
for Kruger as he took a catch in the deep to help 
Pieteer Seelaar claim the wicket of star batsman 


Sachin Tendulkar for 27. He recounts: “I was 
nervous as soon as it was in the air, but fortunately 
it was one of those that I didn’t have too much time 
to think about. 

“Luckily I managed to get underneath it and take 
the catch. It was one of the best moments of my 
career.” 

Kruger did get to bowl 3.3 overs in the closing 
stages of the match, and although he finished 
wicketless he was nonetheless happy with some 
tidy bowling before the Indians chased down the 
target of 191 with 13.3 overs to spare. 

The call-up to the Dutch side for the World Cup 
came after he impressed for them in playing in the 
2010 Clydesdale Bank 40 tournament against the 
English counties, ironically taking his first wicket at 
Northants where he had Andrew Hall caught for 17. 

That was then followed by appearances during 
Holland’s World Cricket League campaign against 
some of their fellow Associate nations and a one- 
day international against Ireland in Dublin. 

“It is a once in a lifetime chance,” said Kruger, 
adding: “It is any cricketers dream to play at the 
World Cup and something I’ll remember for a long 
time

RUGBY UNION 

BACK in September, Northampton Saints 
produced one of their most complete Aviva 
Premiership performances under Jim Mallinder 
when they crushed London Wasps 37-10 on their 
own turf. 

Fast forward six months and things have 
changed for both clubs. At the time, the Saints 
were sweeping all before them as they stormed 
ahead at the top of the league, but a recent bad 
run has seen them drop down to fourth. 

Meanwhile, Wasps’ poor campaign which has 
seen them out of play-off contention for much of 
it cost director of rugby Tony Hanks his job, with 
Leon Holden now taking over until the end of term. 

The league took a break last weekend and 
Mallinder is now looking for his side to kick on 
and reproduce something like that showing at 
Adams Park after ending their losing streak 
against Leeds Carnegie two weeks ago. 

“We had lost a few games before that so it was 
important to consolidate our position,” said the 
Northampton director of rugby. 

“We’ve done that. It would be nice to be 
unbeaten at this stage of the season and it would 
be nice to be in the top two, but we’re in the top 
four which still isn’t a bad place to be. We’re still in 


the quarter finals of the Heineken Cup as well, so 
we’re quietly optimistic. We need to get some 
momentum now and if we do then there’s no 
reason that we can’t have a very good end to the 
season. 

“Quite a few of the top teams have got to play 
each other so it’s all about us and we’ve got to 
create momentum. It’s important that we beat 
Wasps and we know that it’s going to be tough. 

“We went down there and got a really good win 
earlier in the season, and played very well, but I’m 
sure Wasps are going to be very determined to 
come back and try to reverse that this weekend.” 

Mallinder is well aware of the dangers posed by 
Wasps, in particular those of the Premiership’s 
top points scorer and goal kicker Dave Walder, 
and exciting scrum half Joe Simpson. 

Mallinder said: “They’re a good side, they’re 
always aggressive and work really hard in the 
contact area and defence. 

“They put a lot of emphasis on that, and they’ve 
got two good half-backs in Dave Walder, who will 
kick goals if you give him the chance, and a lively 
number nine. 

“In defence you’ve got to be aware that your 
close defenders, if you’re defending around the 
ruck, always keep their eye on him [Simpson]. 

“He is always looking for a quick tap from a free 


kick on penalties, he likes to attack from a good 
scrum so that when our forwards are down he 
can take up position. 

“They’ve got experienced players that know how 
to win games, so what we’ve got to do is 
integrate the squad very quickly, get the 
internationals used to playing our way, used to 
our calls and make sure that when we go out 
there we play as a team.” 

Northampton have been boosted by the return 
of victorious England stars Chris Ashton, Ben 
Foden, Dylan Hartley and Tom Wood for the game, 
and Mallinder is not unduly concerned about 
putting them back in after a hard couple of 
months in the Six Nations. 

“There’s a balance knowing that they have 
played international rugby, which is very difficult,” 
he said. “It was a really intense, physical game out 
in Ireland from what I saw, but you’ve also got to 
remember that they have had a few weeks off. 

“There were a couple of weeks during the Six 
Nations where they didn’t play and they had a 
week before where they didn’t play, so some of 
the England players have played a bit less rugby 
than our main starters. 

“It is a question of seeing where they all are 
individually, but it’s also question of getting our 
23-man squad playing as one.”

And he feels his experiences in the 
international arena have improved his game, 
saying: “It has been more in the sense of becom¬ 
ing more confidant and knowing that I can play 
at that standard. 

“Bowling-wise I have to be more spot on in 
terms of line and length. It is definitely a case of 
having to be more accurate.”
